RUN-OFFS SLATED IN ALL BUT ONE RACE 


In the local city elections 
Tuesday, 1399 people regis- 
tered to vote and an additional 
53 cast absentee ballots for a 
total of 1452 votes cast. This 
is a record for Elba voters in 
2 city election. 

The voters expressed var- 
ied opinions on who should 
serve at city hall for the next 
four years by splitting the votes 
enough to cause run-offs inthe 
mayor’s race and four of the 
five council spots. The only 
race decided decisively was 
the election of appointed in-. 
cumbant John Wayland Sharp- 
less over two opponants. Sharp- 
less tallied 713 votes, while 
Charles Kennett registered an 
even 500 and Hoyt Rhoades 154.

Alabama's U.S. Senator 


Jim Allen Reports {2 =

When the Senate ap- 
proved the Public Satety 
Officers Benetits Act and 
related legislation last 
week, it climaxed an effort 
that I helped startin 1972. 

More than 200 police 
officers and firemen are 
killed throughout the 
United States each year in 
the pertormance of their 


duties. In 1975, five 
Alabama _ police officers 
suffered violent deaths, 


and in the past five years 
19 Alabama officers were 
killed in the line of duty. 
From 1970 through 1975 
some 943 firemen lost their 
lives in this country while 
in the line of duty. 

Public safety officers 
generally receive only 
modest salaries and are 
subject to high insurance 
rates, if they can get in- 
surance at all, because of 
‘the constant risks involved 
in their daily work. Conse- 
quently, when a policeman 
or fireman is killed in line 
of duty, his survivors suffer 
heavy economic and finan 
cial burden. 

The legislative 
package which the Senate 
has just approved provides 
for a Federal lump sum 
benefit to the survivor or 
survivors of a public safety

officer whose death wis in 
line of duty. In order to 
assure security for their 
families. public satety of- 
ficers will be able to pur- 
chase group life insurance 
or to join a local group lite 
insurance plan already in 
existence. with the Federal 
Government paying one- 
third of the premium, leav- 
ing local governments and 
the officers to pay the re- 
maining two-thirds if thes 
desire to come under the 
program. 

A third major point in 
the legislative package 
provides that tf an officer 
is killed in line of duty, his 
dependents would be able 
to quality for a higher 
education scholarship. 

The Senate's action is 
a sound and humanitarian 
step that will boost the 
morale of those who put 
their lives on the line to 
protect the public, and I 
feel that it will encourage 
more good men and 
women to engage in these 
honorable professions 


while meeting some of the 
public's responsibilities to 
provide for the dire finan- 
cial needs of an officer's 
family left to fend tor 
themselves on the death of 
the breadwinner.

THE ELBA CLIPPER 
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Clear Creek Graduate 
Stirs Dust In Oklahoma 


Ask the Rev. Paul Salyer 
the Secret of his church’s suc- 
cess, and he will likely reply, 
“faith in God, and faith in 
people.” 

Salyer’s church, South Lind- 
say Baptist, Oklahoma City, 
Ok., by all rules of reason, 
should not be thriving: it is 
located in an old, mostly low- 
income area of southeast Ok- 
lahoma City and draws most 
of its congregation from that 
community. 

With a membership near 
1,300, it is one of the 10 fast- 
est-growing Southern Baptist 
congregations in Oklahoma. 
Last year, it placed third among 
state Baptist churches in the 
number of baptisms, a denon- 
inational measure of good 
health 

When Salyer took over the 
pulpit six years ago (after first 
politely refusing the invitation), 
the small, leaderless church 
seemed at a dead-end. 

“] think the church should 
minister in its own commun- 
ity,” said Salyer, who stresses 
developing leaders among lay 
persons. “We feel God has a 
ministry for the poor people, 
the blue-collar people, and the 
rich people in our own com- 
munity.” 

In the past few years, the 
South Lindsay congregation has 
bought $300,00 worth of pro- 
perty for future expansion, built 
a gymnasium-activities build- 
ing to-serve both church and 
community, and constructed a 
new parsonage 

Most surprising of all is, the 
fact the church is debt-free. “I 


swimming pool and indoor 
track. 

Salyer readily admits to 
being a “positive person.” The 
greatest need in churches “is 
to help people see they are 
needed,” he said, adding that 
most churches probably call on 
fewer than 10 percent of their 
members for anything but 
money. 

South Lindsay Baptist sup- 
ports an active ministry to the 
impoverished and the elderly 
who live near the church. Help 
is given in the forms of food, 
furniture, clothing and payment 
of utility bills 

“There is nothing that hap- 
pens in our community that our 
men are not aware of,” Sal- 
yer declared. “We havea group 
of ladies who minister toevery 
elderly person inthis commun- 
ity, and every home inthe com- 
munity is visited four times a 
year.” 

Associates Steve Black and 
Paul Wilson find jobs for 12 to 
18 persons every month, Salyer 
Said. 

To further illustrate his be- 
lief in “living by faith,’’ Salyer 
receives no salary. “I have no 
other income at all. What peo- 
ple want to help me with is 
what I have. God has furnished 
my every need. This may seem 
strange to a lot of pastors, but 
it works.” 

According to Salyer his week- 
ly personal income has ranged 
from $35 to $200. 

Paul Salyer has been a 
rugged individualist from his 
growing days on a farm in Oil 
Springs, Ky., in the heart of 


young boys. 

In 1964 he and his wife, 
Doris, and sons, Tim, then 7, 
and Greg, 18 months, headed 
for the Clear Creek Baptist 
School, Pineville, Ky., not far 
from Salyer’s hometown 

Salyer got a job with a 
Pineville construction company 
and worked for three years 
while attending school. He ser- 
ved as a pastor onthe weekends 
at several small churches and 
later was chaplain to 270 men 
at a nearby correctional insti- 
tution 

Currenly three men from 
South Lindsay Baptist Church 
are studying for the ministry 
at Clear Creek Baptist School, 
and the church supports 
Salyer’s alma mater by includ- 
ing the school in its monthly 
budget.

IRRIGATION 
Larry Curtis, 


irrigation 
in Georgia, talked 
with me Thursday about ir- 
rigation. He told me that 
they got their first irrigation 
system over ten years ago, 
and today they have over 500 
farmers irrigating corn, pea- 
nuts and other crops. 

Curtis told me that to a 
young farmer buying irriga- 
tion equipment is like buying 
his land again. Generally, 
it takes $300 to $500 an acre 
to put in an irrigation sys- 
tem. However, extra yields 
due to irrigation can help 
pay for a unit. Since water 
is our No. 1 limiting factor, 
it seems that we ought to 
take care of this if possi- 
ble. The main drawback is 
water. It takes a lot of 
money to put in an irriga- 
tion system, but the extra 
yields and extra profits are 
obvious to folks who irrigate.

HOT WEATHER 


August and September can 
bring a period of extreme 
stress on our ,shrubs, trees 
and lawn grasses as well 
as annuals and perennials.

WOOD! ANi’ PLANTING 

Site preparation is impor 
tant before planting trees 
The reason for site prepara- 
tion is to improve survival 
of the seedlings December 
through February are the 
best months to plant seedlings 


in this area After March 
you can forget it Most of 
the big woodland managers 
are windrowing the debris 


on the contour to help hold 
the soil until the trees dro; 
a layer of protective seedlings

In extremely erosive con 
ditions, would be best 
not to distury the soil. Just 
plant those areas by hand 
and spray to control hard 
wood competition 


well as thoroughly watered. 
The high temperatures and 
dryness cause the leaves to 
lose water rapidly and wilt 
between waterings. So you 
might need to sprinkle even 
daily to perk your plants up: 

The wise gardener will 
use the garden hose without 
the nozzle on shrubs or flow- 
ers planted in beds, planters, 
etc. Lay the hose end in the 
bed and allow a slow stream 
of water to run for one or 
more hours to soak the bed. 
Less water will be wasted 
through run off if a slow 
easy flow of water is used. 

For lawn areas, watering 
is best done by using lawn 
sprinklers. Leave them in 
a location long enough to 
moisten the soil to a depth 
of at least six to eight inches. 
Also, early morning waterings 
are more practical. There 
will be less tendency for 
plants to be burned. 

Remember, plants allowed 
to go into moisture stress 
(indicated by wilting) will not 
be as healthy as plants which 
are watered before they reach 
the stress point. 


TIME SAVING TIPS 


Make individual meat loaves 
instead of one big one. This 
cuts the baking time consid- 
erably. If you bake the lit- 
tle loaves in aluminum foil 
muffin pans, any leftover ones 
are all ready for the freezer. 

Also, it’s a great help and 
money saver to tape a piece 
of paper on the leftover con- 
tainer lid saying what’s in- 
side, when made and the time 
it should be used. Too many 
homemakers end up: throwing 
leftovers away because they 
can’t remember how old they 
are and thus are unsure of 
freshness. 


GUIDELINES 
CLOTHES 


FOR SORTING 


(This is the second article 
in a series of articles writ- 
ten for me by Kathy Maddox. 
Kathy’s information this week 
is on sorting clothes before 
the laundry. She begins by 
asking a question.) 

Why sort your clothes for 
wash? The main reason for 
sorting them is to separate 
the items which could in 
some way damage other gar- 
ments. 

Clothes are sorted by col- 
or, garment construction, type 
of fabric and size of items. 
They can also be sorted by 
the amount and kind of soil 
the garment has ground into 
it 

When sorting clothes by 
color, make separate loads 
for whites; medium and bright 
colors; pastels and light prints; 
and for dark colors. Any 
item that fades should be 
washed alone or only with 
like colors. 

Many garments require spe- 
cial care because of their 
construction, Garments that 
are poorly constructed or that 
fray easily at the seams will 
need gentle care and should 
be separated from other more 
durable items Fabrics with 
delicate trim require gentle 
care and should be washed 
with delicate items or alone. 

Often people wash clothes 
by the size of the item, Hea- 
vy, bulky items like bedspreads, 
curtains, blankets, slip cov- 
ers, etc., should be washed 
alone 

Clothes can also be sorted 
by the amount and kind of 
soil Heavily soiled items 
Should be separated from the 
rest of the wash in order 
to prevent transfer of soil 
in the wash water

The Supplemental Food Pro 
xram for Women, Infants and 
Children in operation at Elba 
is one of three ander the di 
rection of Kenneth R. Ball, 
Health Services Administrator 
of Coffee and Geneva Counties 
that are being praised as 
leaders in the Southeast 

Joseph R. Bryant, of the 
Southeast regional WIC office, 
points to the three programs 
as leaders in the Southeast in 
fulfilling the objectives of the 
program as outlined by 
Congress when the WIC pro- 
gram was created in 1972 

The WIC program provides 
iron - fortified cereals, eggs, 
fresh milk and juices to preg- 
nant women, nursing mothers, 
infants and children who have 
been examined and approved 
by the health department. To 
become eligible, applicants 
must be examined and found 
to be nutritional risks because 
of poor diets or other reasons. 

Administered by the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture's 
Food and Nutrition Service in 
cooperation with the Coffee 
County Health Department, the 
project at Elba serves over 700 
people with an annual budget 
of around $276,000. Each recip- 
ient receives an average of $24 
worth of food monthly. 

Bryant feels that the success 
of the programs are due to 
Director Ball, the coordinator 
of the programs in both count- 
ies, Mrs. Ann Edwards, andthe 
dedicated staff, Mrs. Kay Whit- 
worth, secretary, and Miss Rita 
Hughey, nurse. 

Instead of being just another 
food assistance program, 
WIC's efforts are coupled with 
those of the health department. 
All applicants are given a phy- 
sical examination - the most 
important feature being a blood 
test, a history of spontaneous 
abortion, low birth weight and 
inadequate growth pattern are 
items also noted when consid- 
ering applicants for the WIC 
program. 

The Elba WIC program 
has been accepted as a val- 
uable aid in raising the health 
standards of the community, 
according to Ball. Already

“Loam enthused Geer che 
WIC program,” says Kall ~ be- 
cause it is designed to prevent 
mental retardation, deaths of 
mothers during childbirth and 
the numerous diseases caused 
by malnutrition. 

Dr. Clay Wells, director 
of the Bureau of Maternal and 


Child Care of the Alabama 
Health Department, shares 
Ball's enthusiasm for the WIC 
program. 


In his opinion, the special 
foods that are dispensed to 
the women and children by 
WID are merely the top of 
the iceberg when it comes to 
assessing the real value of 
the program. 

For one thing, he explained, 
in the past far too many wo- 
men never realized the im- 
portance of visiting the health 
center for prenatal care. Too 


: often they waited until the third 


trimester of their pregnancies. 
Now, with WIC asan incentive, 
they are coming to the center 
during the first three months 
of their pregnancies. 

As a result, any diseases 
or problems are detected early 
and promptly corrected. Be- 
cause of this, there has been 
a ‘remarkable decline in the 
number of cases of toxemia, 
kidney poisoning and other di- 
seases common to pregnant 
women who have neglected their 
health. 

Ball agrees with Dr. Wells 
when he says that one of the 
most valuable dividends of the 
program is the change in atti- 
tude of women about health 
care. Once they come to the 
health center to inquire about 
WIC and become involved in 
the various tests, they are 
impressed with the concern 
of the health center personnel. 

How does WIC operate? 

The staff at Elba is quick 
to tell you that all pregnant 
women, nursing mothers and 
children who feel that they have 
deficiencies that would make 
them eligible are urged to in- 
quire about the program at the 
health center.
